Never before was the “universal want” felt more 
universally. We donot speak of individuals, but 
there are a dozen “‘ nationalities” all anxious to borrow 
money. Modena wants five millions of Lire, Ro- 
magna and the Legations ask to be accommodated 
with 12,090,000; Tuscany is negociating for 8,000,000 


_ Austria is coquetting for 10 millions, not of Lire, but, 


of pounds. Spain would take £4,000,000, if any 
body would lend it ; Sardinia must have £3,000,000, 
which, of course, her late ally will gladly lend her. 
France was early in the field, and does not borrow 
now, simply because she borrowed three months 
hence. Across the great Pacific, the States of Chili, 
Peru, and half a dozen others, would rejoice in the 
benevolent smiles of reckless capitalists ignorant of 
the nature of South American bonds. In fact, all 
the world’s a Bourse, and all the men and women 
borrowers; and it would appear that half the world 
is at present living on other people's capital. 

Among the multitude of borrowers, two are par- 
ticularly remarkable. Russia intended to borrow 
£12,000,000, and, what is very curious, never thought 
of asking France for any, nor has France volunteered 
to lend it. Of this twelve millions, four millions were 
devoted to the English market; for the benevolent 
Czar wished to give England an opportunity of lend- 
ing one-third of all he required. At the same time 
a loan was proposed for India to the amount of five 
millions. Now, Mr. Bright had declared the finances 
of India to be in a state of inextricable insolvency. 
Sir C. Wood gave up the matter in despair, and 
appointed an arithmetical hatter to wind up the ac- 
counts. The most hopeful amongst us almost de- 
spaircd of getting in the whole sum required for 
India. But what is the result? Nearly double the 
sum asked for was subscribed for at the high rate of 
973 per cent., while Russia could only procure a 
paltry £100,000 from the members of the English 
Stock Exchange. ‘i 

There must be a valid reason for such extraordi- 
nary success in the one case, and failure in the 
other. They who lend money for India know the 
purposes to which it will’ be’ applied. ‘They are 


certain that railroads will be formed to the 


- eotton and tea districts, that canals will be constructed 


and works of irrigation commenced.’ They feel assured 
that encouragement will be given for the growth of 
cotton, indigo, and tea, and that the money will be 
strictly devoted to the especial purposes for which it 
is asked. All these purposes tend to peace aid the 
expansion of the natural resources of India. ‘hey 
are the seeds sown broadcasts hereafter to produce 
‘fifty or one hundred fold.

not we? . We possessin Armstrong’s gun, we be- 
lieve, an engine superior to anything the French 
can boast of. But at the end of this year we 
will have at the utmost but a hundred of Arm- 
strong’s guns, and perhaps two hundred at the 
end of the second year. As rifling is a 
simple operation, requiring only exact machinery, 
we cannot excuse the neglect which leaves us de- 
pendent upon old ordnance, when a very effective 
Weapon could be readily manufactured from our old 
ns. 
We have heard a vast deal of the frigates blindees, 
orstcel-coated vessels, which the French are so proud 
of. Two, at present in Toulon, are nearly completed. 
They have, however, Yet to be tried, and must be 
considered merely as an experiment. As to the 
iron-plated and iron-shielded gunboats, they are 
found to be dangerously top-heavy in anything of a 
sea. When they were towed back from the Adriatic 
it was found necessary to remove the gun and unship 
the shield. The ventilation is most defective, and 
the heat overpowering. What must they 
be in action, when the smoke and sulphurous

As yet, it would appear that these Armadillos 
are a mistake. It was stated in the House 
of Commons that the introduction of iron-plated 
ships created a new era in naval architecture. In 
fact, it was said, that no more wocden ships would 


be built. A series of experiments, at present being . 


carried on at Woolwich, leads to a very different 
inferenée. Itis found that a single shot will indent 
the plate, but that three or four, lighting near the 
same place, will shiver the plating into fragments, and 
seriously endanger the safety of the defenders. A 
plated ship will be far more likely to sink than a 
wooden one, for in a wooden ship the shot passes 
clear through, inflicting comparatively little damage, 
while in the iron ships, even should the plating be 
unpierced, the concussion of the shot shatters and 
starts the timbers. We are informed that a concen- 
trated broadside from a frigate armed in a similar 
manner to the ‘ Mersey,” striking a steel-cdated 
frigate near her water line, must sink her and 
her men coffined within her, at once. 

We have 160 gunboats prepared four years since, 
Of these, we believe, about 30 are afloat.

The Daily News on the Weedon Commission :— 

It is more than a year since the Commission was ap- 
pointed to inquire into the Weedon scandals; snd pos- 
sibly by this time the persons gear on hope that the 
whole thing has been forgotten. The examination of 
witnesses, indeed, was concluded last December ; but so 
inextricable was the confusion in the accounts of an 
establishment which had only been established in 1855, 
that it took professional accountants eight months to 
understand them and to uuravel their entanglements. If 
any justification of such an inquiry were needed, the 
necessary delay in making the report would be ample 
for the purpose. 

Of course he public must be quite prepared to hear 
from the officials that the suspicions of bribery and 
waste have been totally disproved. And probably 
future inquiries of a like nature will be veliemently res- 
isted; because it will be assumed they must prove super- 
fluous. It is true that in the opinion of the Commission- 
ers, the pecuniary losses attributed to Mr. James Sutton 
Elliott, who absconded with the French actress, are 
reduced to £48 ; that_the stores paid for by the Govern- 
ment have in fact been supplied to the Government, and 
that nothing amounting io bribery or corruption has been 
proved against any public servant. But itis equally 
true that no department was ever created with 
less consideration and less regard for the public service, 
and that no appointments were cver dictated by 
-@ more single desire to advance private friends and rela- 
tions than those connected with the new system of 
Army @lothing. If Mr. Elliott had bee. the most im- 
maculate public officer in the service of the Crown, he 
eould not have managed the business cast upon him: ifhe 
had been the most corrupt of men, his delinquencies, how- 


chiefs. 

In the midst of all the confusion one thing is ad- 
mitted on all hanas—the araears in the Weedon books. 
Nobody knew how many things had been received in 
store, or - how many thing had been issued. Another 
fact is sufficiently clear, that from the very fifst the 
staff of clerks at Weedon was absurdly small, and 
upon this the Report dwells with peceliar intensity. 
The one fact was the natural result of the other. Ac- 
cording to Sir T. Troubridge, Mr. Elliott was contiuu- 
ally pressing for additional assistance, “reporting to 
me and Mr. Rainmsay in the strongest possible 
way, both personaily and in writing, that it was 
impossible to expect that a new establishment 
could go on without help proportionate to the work 
thrown on him, and indeed he frequently said that he 
wasinarrear.” Thesc statements were repeated to the 
Secretary at War, Lord Panmure, but, we are told, 
without effect. It certainly, therefore, does appear cx- 
traordinary—and the Commissioners did well to point 
out the miracle—that Sir B. Hawes, who was aware of 
these repeated applications for assistance prior to Feb- 
ruary, 1857, should, as he declared, have had no reason 
tothink that the delay of granting it would at all pre- 


judice the public service,and equally extraordinary that ' 


Mr. Ramsay, whose more immediate business it wus 
to superintend the establishment at Weedon, should 
not have been aware that there were arrears in the 
store ledger until October, 1857, although 
he had beeh at Weedon three or four times previously to 
|. that date, and there had been repeated applications, both 
before and after Sir T. Troubridge had ceased to be 
Director-General of clothing, representing the inevitable 
arrears that were accumulating. If Mr, Elliott. was the 
man of ability warranted by the War Office, his repre- 
sentations ought at once to have been complied with ; 
if he was the idler denounced by Sir B. Hawes, he ought 
at once to have been dismissed. The truth is, had any 
sort of inquiry been made, it would have been found 
that both descriptions were correct. It is obvious that 
neither the staff of five young clerks with which 
Mr. Elliott started at Weedon, nor the fourteen which 
he obtained at the close of 1857, were at all adequate. 
Nor, indeed, is it possible to understand how any man 
of common sense could have entertained só preposterous 
an idea. The truth probably is that the Secretary at 
War, with a natural confidence in his nephew, entrusted 
him toa degree which was hardly justifiable. It may be 
that young men in easy circumstances are not [always 
good judges of how much work the most diligent servant 
is capable of performing. On the other hand, it is easy 
to conceive that Mr. Elliott might have worked harder. 

It is admitted that Mr. Elliott was absent from lis 
duties about two days a weck; just a third of his 
whole time; but of this, of course, Mr. George 
Dalhousie Ramsay knew and stispected nothing. 
It is idle to doubt that if Lord Panmure, or his snb- 
ordinates, had properly performed their duty, they must 
have discovered the neglect of Mr. Elliott. At all events 
it is certain that they ought not to have refused his 
demand for assistance without due inquiry; and if 
inquiry had been made they must have discovered 
that whilst his demands were just, his time was only 
half occupied. 

But from the beginning to the end of the story there 
was a total want of that administrative capacity which 
is above all things requisite in the War Department, 
especially when such a department is beginning its 
career. The whole mode of supplying the clothing of 
the army had been abolished at once ; the old officers 
were swept away to give place to others. ‘The Minister 
who undertook so great a task ought to have con-idered 
the new scheme in every detail, and should have made 
the new appointments in the spirit of purity, and strict 
regard for the public ‘service. But instead of 
this, the establishment itself was inconveniently placed ; 
the first head of the depot had no instructions, and no 
adequate staff. Mr. George Dalhousie Ramsay was 
incompetent and idle ; the new system of contracts was 
complicated and expensive. Ia short, instéad of in- 
creased efficiency and economy, there was inefficiency, 
extravagance, and the chance of fraud. It is therefore 
impossible to help concurring with the report when it 
declares that the new system of clothing the army was 
inaugurated without due consideration, and certainly 
without due provision for so extensive a change.

THE CURRAGH CAMP—PRESENTATION OF 
COLOURS TO THE SECOND BATTALION 
OF THE 18tu ROYAL IRISH. 

The interesting ceremony of presenting the above regiment 
with a new set of colours took place yesterday, on the Curragh 
Camp, in front of Lord Seaton’s quarters. It having been 
generally understood that it was the intention of his Excel- 
lency the Lord Lieutenant to present the colours, a large and 


fashionable assemblage of ladies and gentlemen arrived upon 
the field from Dublin at an early hour in the morning. 
We have seldom seen a finer regiment, or one reflecting greater 
cre lit upon its commanding officers tliati the 18th Royal Irish ; 
and their appearance yesterday, as they stood drawn up in 
line, awaiting the arrival ot the Lord Lieutenant, and sur- 
rounded by divisions of the Ist Royal Dragoons, was most 
brilliant and effective. ‘Ihe weather was as propitious as 
could be desired, and the green hills of the surrounding 
country formed an exquisite coutrast with the bright red 
uniform of the military. Numbers of the resident 
nobility and gentry of the County Kildare assembled 
upon the field to witness the ceremony. A little after twelve 
o'clock the booming of the guns on the adjacent hills gave m- 
timation that his Excellency had arrived, and immediately 
Lord Seaton, accompanied by a numerous and brilliant staff, 
proceeded in the direction of the Stand House to receive him. 
His Excellency tode on horseback, attended by his usual 
staff, to the ground selected for the presentation, and having 
saluted the regiment, who presented arms, the business of the 
day commenced. 
the colours having been consecrated with the usual cere- 
m-nies by the Rey. Mr. Magee, they were presented by the 
Lord Lieutenant to the junior ensigns of the regiment, Messrs. 
Marsland and Nichols. 
His Excellency then addressed theregiment as follows :—

feel this for more than one cause. In the first place, three 
short years back, on the self-same day, although not upon the 
same spot, yet on the green Irish sod, it was 
my high honour to present dnothet set of colours 
to the other and elder battalion of the 18th Royal Irish Regi- 
ment, acting on behalf of our much-loved Queen, whom | 
have the high privilege of representing. Next, I know that 
the brave band who march under the flag I then gave them bear 
it with no unworthy hands, but that they carry it to glory and 
to fortune. It was my part to tell them how your brave Regi- 
ment had fought all the fights of the great Duke of Marl- 
borough—how it shared in the wars of Egypt and China, and 
in the Dattles of our own veteran hero Lord Gough how in 
days which still scarcely seem past—it had been what I then 
took on me to call “housed, in Sebastvpol.” Well, 
these brave fellows have not gone to sleep upon 
their laurels since. Since they last le't theses shores 
they have been doing the tough and bloody work of 
‘battle in the service of their Queen and country, upon the 
hot plains and amid the fierce mutineers of India, who are 
more to be feared, and ton often to be deplored than the most 
destructive efforts of the foreign foe. In what I have thus 
far said I have referred mainly to your associates of the other 
battalion, but as my friends before me bear the same names; as

THE ARMY CLOTHING DEPOTS. 

The Commissioners appointed to inquire into the mode 
of management in practice at Weedon, Woolwich, and 
the ‘Tower, presented their report some time ago, and it 
is now published. 

‘The following are the main conclusions of the re. 
port:--- 

“ Upon a review of the whole evidence it is impossible 
for us to express any other opinion than that the general 
mode in which the business of the Weedon establishment 
was conducted was tar from satisfactory. 

“ We have specified, perhaps in tedious detail, the main 
defeets and irregularities which existed there. The prin- 
cipal blame which we can attach to Mr. Eliott, apart 
from the admitted deficiency in his cash balance, is n Te 
spect of his frequent absences from Weedon, No doubt 
it was ofien necessary for him to attend at the War Office 
and Mark-lane; but there is too much reason to believe 
that much. of the time during which he was absent was 
devoted to his private pleasures in neglect of bis public 
duty. When at his post he seems to have worked dil. 
gently. We acquit him ofany deliberate intention to do 
wrong either in his so-called deviations trom the Ord- 
nance system of accounts, or in not keeping distinct the 
inspection and custody ofthe stores. We think that he 
was not sufficiently peremptory in insisting upon liaving 
the further help which he required. 

“ In ovr opinion, the main defects in the Weedon esta- 
blishment are chargeable to the War Department. 

“1. It was a mistake to fix the clothing depot so far 
from Londow, beyond the opportunity of immeditte and 
frequent personal surveillance by the director and assis 
tant director of clothing, and separated from: the imper- 
tant branch establishment in Mark-lane. ‘This mistake

Sir William Arinstrong, Superintendent of the Rifled Ord- 
nance Department at Woolwich, has succeeded in accomplish- 
ing the method of rifling the whole or any requisite number 
ef the guns emploved in the servite which presenta surface at 
the bore fit to secure and maintain thé grooves, and which 
possess a body of sufficient tensile strength to resist the 
explosive power required to expel with safety the heavy 
shot now in use. Some experiments have been carried 
out at Shoeburyness in the most successful manner with 
some of the guns which have undergone the metamorphosis 
or transformation froni the smooth to the rifled bore 
hitherto considered impracticable. ‘The first gun submitted 
to trial was 80-pounder on Sir William’s original plan; 
the second an ordinaty 32-pounder, service gun, rifled on a 
plan of Sir William Armstrong, adapted for elongated cast 
iron shot sheli. They were transported from the depart- 
ment in Woolwich Arsenal without preliminary proof or 
test, as the most implicit confidence is plaeed in the 
judgment of Sir Wiliiam Armstrong, and were fired 
over a range of 3,400 yards. The result exceeded the 
general anticipation. ‘The target was six fect square, into 
which every shot—namely, six rounds from each gin— 
penetrated with terrific and certain aim. ‘The energy and 
diligence displayed in the present restricted limits of the 
establishment present ample evidence of Sir W. Armstrong s 
stipulation to furnish 100 guns for service during the present 
year being fully and faithfully performed. The whole of that 
number are already in form, and will he completed and de- 
livered under ordinary circumstances long beiore the pre- 
scribed period.
